(An Editorial) 
The sale o f liquo r to mino rs under legal age is a serio us o ffense 
and tho se who v io late the law sho uld hav e their licenses canceled. 
The law go v erning the sale o f alco ho lic bev erages to mino rs and 
also to into x icated perso ns sho uld be enfo rced. The law is specific 
and reads as fo llo ws: 
Art. 5, Sec. 65. No perso n shall sell, deliv er, o r giv e away o r 
cause o r permit o r pro cure to be so ld, deliv ered o r giv en away alco ­ 
ho lic bev erages to 
1. Any mino r, actually o r apparently , under the age o f eighteen 
y ears; 
2 . Any into x icated perso n o r to any perso n, actually o r appar­ 
ently , under the influence o f liquo r; 
3. Any habitual drunkard kno wn to be such to the perso n au­ 
tho rized to dispense any alco ho lic bev erages. 
NOTES: 
In a decisio n by the Appellate Div isio n (Peo ple v s. Lerner, 19 4 6 , 
6 0 NYS 2 d 117) the fact that a mino r was the agent o f ano ther was 
ruled ‘‘sho uld be no defense” to pro secutio n fo r selling alco ho lic 
bev erages to a mino r under the age o f 18 y ears. 
Vio latio n o f this sectio n is an indictable misdemeano r. 
Sectio n 4 8 4 o f the Penal Law (Subdiv isio n 3 ) also defines the 
sale o f into x icating bev erages to a mino r as a misdemeano r. 
Under Sectio n 16 o f the Civ il Rights Law makes it po ssible to 
ho ld perso ns who illegally sell bev erages as abo v e (to drunks o r 
mino rs) liable fo r damages caused by them. 
The sectio n o f the ABC law quo ted abo v e applies bo th to pack- 
aged go o ds and drinks o v er the bar. 
Repo rts o f drinking by mino rs at a recent fo o tball game, which 
is being pro bed by the district atto rney ’s o ffice, and the large num­ 
ber o f arrests fo r drunken driv ing in this area sho uld bestir the 
autho rities into actio n at o nce. Any o ne who thinks that the Ameri­ 
can peo ple will put up with this menace indefinitely is crazy .

The sale of liquor to minors under legal age is a serious offense 
and those who violate the law should have their licenses canceled. 
The law governing the sale of alcoholic beverages to minors and 
also to intoxicated persons should be enforced. The law is specific 
and reads as follows: 
Art. 5, Sec. 65. N o person shall sell, deliver, or give away or 
, cause or permit or procure to be sold, delivered or given away alco- j 
j holic beverages to 
1. Any minor, actually or apparently, under the age of eighteen 
! years; 
2. Any intoxicated person or to any person, actually or appar- 
| ently, under the influence of liquor; 
3. Any habitual drunkard known to be such to the person au­ 
thorized to dispense any alcoholic beverages. 
NOTES: 
In a decision by the Appellate Division (People vs. Lerner, 1946, 
60 N Y S 2d 117) the fact that a minor was the agent of another was | 
ruled “should be no defense” to prosecution for selling alcoholic 
beverages to a minor under the age of 18 years. 
Violation of this section is an indictable misdemeanor. 
Section 484 of the Penal Law (Subdivision 3) also defines the 
sale of intoxicating beverages to a minor as a misdemeanor. 
Under Section 16 of the Civil Rights Law makes it possible to 
hold persons who illegally sell beverages as above (to drunks or 
minors) liable for damages caused by them.

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EMPTY WORDS 
Andrei Vishinsky , chief So v iet delegate 
to the United Natio ns, recently pro po sed an 
immediate pro hibitio n o n ato mic and hy dro ­ 
gen weapo ns. 
At first glance Vishinsky ’s 
pro po sal might seem to be a step to ward 
peace. Clo ser o bserv atio n, ho wev er, rev eals 
that this is the same o ld pro po sal he has 
made in the past, a suggestio n that ato mic 
weapo ns be pro hibited but carry ing no pro ­ 
v isio n fo r enfo rcing the ban. No r has he 
ev er made any mentio n o f o ther fo rms o f 
disarmament, particularly in fields where 
the Russians mav enjo v a measure o f su- 
a 
perio rity . 
It might be suggested to Vishinsky that 
the surest way to av o id the use o f dreadful 
weapo ns is to prev ent wars. The war in 
Ko rea co uld hav e spread into a general wo rld 
war at any time had no t the United Natio ns 
made a determined effo rt to lo calize the 
fighting. In Indo -China. Russian suppo rted 
and inspired tro o ps are try ing to gain co n­ 
tro l. Vishinsky ’s readiness to talk o f pro ­ 
hibiting ato mic weapo ns while his co untry 
persists in disturbing the peace o f the wo rld 
canno t ring true. 
In a fo reign po licy speech made sho rtly 
after he to o k o ffice President Eisenho wer 
po inted o ut the adv antages that co uld be 
gained fo r humanity if mo ney spent o n 
weapo ns o f destructio n co uld be used co n­ 
structiv ely . Disarmament wo uld make that 
po ssible. But any disarmament which did 
no t pro v ide fo r strict enfo rcement and in­ 
spectio n wo uld be fo o lhardy . Russia has y et 
to do any thing to co nv ince the demo cracies 
that it has abando ned its po licy o f seeking 
po wer by v io lence and deceptio n. 


POLICY VERSUS FOOD 
When American fo o d parcels arriv ed to 
help the hungry peo ple o f East Germany , 
the Co mmunists unleashed a full scale 
pro paganda attack o n the mo tiv es o f the 
do no rs. Red newspapers were scathing in 
their co ntempt fo r the gesture and fo r the 
peo ple who were so anx io us to accept the 
“ beggar packages.’* One o f the mo st v ituper­ 
ativ e papers was the Deutschlands Stimme, 
who se edito r Hans Ho eff demanded punish­ 
ment fo r any who accepted the parcels. 
Recently it was rev ealed that Ho eff was 
fired because he had permitted his wife to 
make the trip to West Berlin to pick up three 
fo o d parcels. He was also accused o f refus­ 
ing to surrender the packages to the po lice. 
Writing edito rials fo r a Co mmunist paper 
must be a difficult jo b. Party line changes 
rapidly and a writer who WTites o ne thing 
o ne day as a dev o ut party member may find 
that he is in tro uble the nex t day . When 
all this is added to the co nflict that o ccurs 
when an edito rial writer, as fo nd o f using 
a knife and fo rk as the nex t man, finds his 
edito rial integrity in o ppo sitio n to his sto m­ 
ach, the man is in sad shape indeed!

THE RED UNIONS 
The C.I.O. did the job light. It expelled the 
Communist unions, thus making tv\o tacts clear: 
1. That there are Communist unions; 2. That or­ 
ganized lab or resents them. It took the C.I.O. a 
long time to acknowledge what was an ob vious 
fact. For years, its apologists were denying that 
there were any Communist unions or any Com­ 
munist officials in the C.I.O., despite the fact that 
its general counsel was Lee Pressman and the 
editor ol its pub lication, Len de Caux. 
Then what happened? Nothing! The Commu­ 
nist unions continue to exist; they continue to b ar­ 
gain collectively; they continue to b o recognized 
b y the National Lab or Relations Board and b y 
important industries. Their position is unassail­ 
ab le under the law. The only group that is active­ 
ly fighting the Red unions is organized lab or, the 
American Federation ol Lab or and the C.I.O. In­ 
dustry does nothing ab out it. Industry has b ecome 
so 
accustomed 
to 
government 
intervention 
in 
management that it avoids issues which the Gov­ 
ernment does not settle. 
One of the most dangerous unions in this coun­ 
try is the United Electrical Workers. It has b een 
expelled from the C.I.O. as a Communist union. 
It is dangerous b ecause it b rings a Communist 
union directly into the most secret agencies of 
war preparation.

Management, in such industries, takes the po­ 
sition that it is up to the Department of Justice 
to prosecute for perjury, which is also correct. 
! Management takes the position that when a Com-

in plants engaged in the most secretive war pre­ 
parations. including the Atomic Energy Commis-

try. The task of screening has b ecome so Stu- 
j pendous that no agency ol government has suf­ 
ficient funds or trained personnel to do it efifec- 
j tively.

James Matles. is in the courts on a deportation 
charge and other officials have b een arrested on 
conspiracy charges, b ut as long as the U.E. con­ 
tinues to hold contracts with such large firms as 
General Electric, it will have great power. There­ 
fore, the real fight for the continued existence of 
this union will b e in the Schenectady plant of 
General Electric. Should the U.E. lose that con­ 
tract in a government-supervised election, it will 
b e reduced to insignificance. 
The Communist unions, when they were first 
organized, 
specialized 
in 
electrical 
equipment, 
transportation, communications and retail sales. 
Altogether there were 11 such unions and all of 
them were strategic from a political and military 
standpoint. They could tie up the country in time 
of war. While some of them claim that they have 
cleaned house and that they are no longer under 
Communist leadership, their conduct is unchanged. 
They are still functioning as though directed b y a 
foe of this country. 
The assumption is correct that most of the 
memb ership of the Communist unions is not Com­ 
munist. Even many of the lesser leaders are not 
Communists. But that has nothing to do with the 
prob lem, rhore is not one instance on record to

THE WORK CAPACITY OF THE HEART 
I hav e written b efore ab out accompanying a 
patient as he was b eing examined b y an interna­ 
tionally noted heart specialist. The specialist, after 
making usual tests including X-ray and electro­ 
cardiograph, sat down and chatted with the pa­ 
tient ab out his everyday activities and how these 
activities affected him — walking, climb ing stairs, 
household chores, etc. He was trying to advise the 
patient just how much activity he could safely do 
daily.

While a heart patient is always told what he 
cannot or must not do. he may not b e told how 
much he can do safely. To know that he need not 
? 
t0 b edt that he can carrY on with most 
or his daily activities means much to the morale of 
j the heart patient.

In Medical Clinics of North America. Dr. Ab ra­ 
ham Jezer, Assistant Clinical Professor of Medicine 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, Columb ia Uni­ 
versity states that keeping in mind the actual 
physical condition and working ab ility of the heart 
and the patient’s mental and emotional attitude 
the b est of the many plans of treatment is the one 
adopted b y the New York Heart Association. This 
classification is as follows:— 
Class I. No limitation of physical activity. Or­ 
el in ar> physical activity does not cause discomfort 
Man can do office or light factory work or woman 
light housework. 
Class I. Slight limitation or cutting down of 
physical acivity. Comfortab le at rest. If ordinary 
activity is undertaken, discomfort results in earlv 
or undue tiredness, palpitation, shortness of b reath, 
or anginal pain — pain under b reastb one and left 
b reast. Pain is viselike. 
Class III. Marked limitation or cutting dowm of 
physical activity. If least b it more activity is per­ 
formed, discomfort results. 
Class IV. Patient is unab le to carry on any 
physical activity without discomfort. Symptoms _ 
shortness of b reath, angina, palpitation, tiredness 
are present even at rest. If any activity is under­ 
taken, discomfort is increased. 
EJ1*- Jezer is the heart specialist to the Altro 
Workshops, New York, a factory in which tub ercu­ 
lo sis patients are employed as they are recovering 
o r hav e recovered from tub erculosis. During the 
past four years, part of the shop has b een given 
o v er to patients recovering from heart disease, or 
disease that is not progressing. 
"If the 615 persons disab led b ecause of heart 
disease can serve as an example of conditions gen­ 
erally, 151 had ‘questionab le’ heart disease and 301 
b elonged to Class I. One hundred and sixtv-three 
b elonged to Classes II and III were considerab ly 
disab led.”

Braun U rges Board 
To Act on Central 
Building Program 
Ellenville, Sept. 28—Action to 
expedite a new building program 
for Central School District 2 was 
urged Thursday evening by Super­ 
vising Principal John V. Braun in 
an appearance before the board of 
education in Ellenville. 
“Every day's delay in taking 
positive action will add to the 
confusion, doubt, lowered teach­ 
ing morale, increasing contention 
amongest the people of the dis­ 
trict and work to the great harm 
of our children,” he told the 
board. 
Noting that his plans contrasted 
with those offered by expert con­ 
sultants, who advanced a decen­ 
tralized building program, Braun 
recommended for board consider­ 
ation: 
Lists Recommendations 
The construction of an elemen- 
tary huilding on the Maple avenue 
site sufficient to house all elemen­ 
tary children who are now attend­ 
ing the schools in Ellenville in 
grades one through six. 
The acquistion of the Church 
street pro{>erty, present buildings 
to lie used tor kindergarten units 
and or offices and storage. 
The development of the present 
Napanoeh school building for 
kindergarten through third grade 
purposes for children of that gen­ 
eral area. 
Tire renovation and alteration 
of the present Maple , avenue 
building for junior-senior high 
school purposes. 
“In my opinion,” Braun said, “a 
building for our present needs 
could be built on our present site 
and could be so constructed that 
additional rooms could be added 
as needed. I cannot go along with 
the opinions voiced that a new 
school should he built at another 
spot in our area.” 
1650 Students Enrolled 
To preface his recommendations, 


Braun reported that “today we 
have a registration of 1650 stu­ 
dents. 
This docs not include 
Napanoeh kindergarten figures, 
which are as yet incomplete. In 
all of our buildings in Ellenville, 
we have a total student body of 
1461. This is 98 more than our 
highest Ellenville registration of 
last year, in no first grade class 
room other than Pine Grove 
is there less than 36 youngsters. 
The additional 98 youngsters 
throughout our system here in 
Ellenville has created a serious 
problem”. 
In connection with the building 
study. Leslie W. Bollman, report­ 
ing for the building and grounds 
committee, suggests that the board 
take definite action at the meet­ 
ing on the program.

Approaching Woodstock 
Leth­

turned 
into Plochmann’s 
I ane and just over the hill, in 
the 
large 
grove 
of 
tall 
white 
birches, he came upon a full mi­ 
gration of warblers. The top ot 
everv birch, he reported, seemed 
to t>e alive with birds. 
“The Empire State building had 
nothing on us,” Lethbridge said, 
“ for here the insects on every leaf 
furnish them with a full meal and 
semi them on their way south 
healthy 
and 
happy 
for 
having 
stopped at Woodstock.”

Moving quietly into the grove, 
Lethbridge 
found 
warblers 
on 
every treetop. 
He estimated that 
tin1 ¿lock contained over 200 birds. 
On closer inspection he discovered 
that nearby were a few black- 
throated Blues, even an immature 
male with dark head and black 
throat, white breast and the tell­ 
tale white 
rectangular spot on 
both 
dark 
wings.

group just overhead one had a 
blaze of orange

It was an ex­ 
ceptionally 
large 
concentration

“It was truly an aerial circus.” 
I^thbridge 
declared, 
“with

Bay-breasted and 
Black-throated Green warblers. It 
was 
trouble 
enough 
identifying 
the activity above, when several 
birds alighted on the white trunks 
close by to work up and down in 
the sunlight. 
The vivid contrast 
proved them to be the Black and 
W hite W arbler.” 
Birds Feed on Burrs 
Lethbridge had just completed 
about an hour of bird watching 
which 
he observed! 
“made 
me 
glad to be alive.” when he step­ 
ped out to the road from under­ 
neath a bearing chestnut tree (a 
rarity in itself) 
when a dozen 
black-throated 
Greens 
appeared 
feeding on the ground among the 
broken chestnut buijrs. A full ten 
minutes of close observation fol­ 
lowed, an exhausting experience 
for the bird watcher as a wealth 
of information must be gleaned 
quickly. 
As he walked

peared a yellow-throated w arb­ 
ler.
